Chicago, March 31. "There Is a dynamite

school here la Chicago," bald a prominent
labor offlclal who came here several weeks ago
to assist In the settlement or a strike which
was in progress. He continued, says a morn-ln- f

paper : " There la also one In Boston and
another In New York. Tbo information came
to me from a souroo which Is absolutely reli-

able and was unsought and undesircd on my

fart.
" The matter came up In a discussion ot the

question whether or not It Is necessary lor
labor organizations to employ physical force
In order to carry on the struggle lor shorter
hours ot labor and better pay In other
words, a larger shure of the profits ol labor.
My informant was a believer In physical force
and held the doctrine that the thorough or-

ganization ot labor and the discovery of dyna-

mite were the two things which would event-

ually tiring about the equalization ot ttio
profits ot labor between the employer and
employee.

" lis claimed that the great masses ot mon
who produce tho wealth which eventually
drifts into the hands of the low wero always
surrounded and awed by legalized force, and
It the laborer did, not meet force with force,
his condition must gradually sink until he
would become a slave. He claimed that to
offset the elaborate establishments ot armed
civil and military forces which capital has
bet up, dynamite offered a simple 'and
eilocilvc weapon to the unorganized masses,

claiming that a few 01 the advanced
thinkers la this labor reform movement had
u cognized the Importance of training up a
busied few in the use of dynamite arau
Offensive weapon, they had established the

In the lattcr's saloon ut l!uu West street,
as detailed In yesterday's Kkmn Woklu,
was arraigned before Justice llutry at tho
Tombs Police Court this morning.

In answer to questions put to him, be had
nothing whatever to say, and Jiistlco Duffy
sent him before Coroner schultro, who com-

mitted hint to tho Tombs nlthout ball to
await tlio Inquest on his victim.

Moyers was very pale and nervous while
In court. When Policeman Mccuc, who
arrested him with the smoking revolvei In
bis band, told Justlco Duffy that Rockc(ellaw
was diad, JItjers heaved a deep high and
wiped great drops of pcisplratlon frmn his
forehead.

Ho admitted to Capt. Stephenson, of tho
Leonard street police station, that he ihnt
Rockt feller, but says that ho was arunk and
didn't mean lo do It, When he saw that he
had shot Rockefeller ho filed a secoud time,
be says, Intending to kill himself.

District-Attorne- y Homing continued his
address to tbo Jury, which ho begun last
evening. He denied tbe allegation made by
Mr. tloff in his closing remarks that there
were outside Influences working to convict
the defendant.

It was lalsc, he declared that the Long Is-

land Railroad Company, or tho Calvary Cem-

etery Trustees, or the Standard Oil Company
was Interested in the prosecution of tbo caso.

T he Indictment was found Oct. u, 1801, and
the long tlmo that elapsed before tho defend-
ant was brought to trial showed that there
was no undue haste In tbe matter.
